It waa the major ivlio saiil 
that the turkey was a very inconvenient bird,— 
too large fur ono,and not large enough, tor two 
When Charli") Dickons viaited this country in 
1846, he moant to stay a day or two m Louis- 
ville, uiid, of courae, put up at the Gait Iionao 
He had been Hettlod in hia room iu the second 
story only au hour or two when tho major, a 
bosom friend of Henry Clay, and on term-f of 
more or lesa intimacy with every notable man 
in the south, scat In his name to tho novelist, 
and followed it a moment after in person. '-Mr. 
Dickens," ho began, extending hiu hand '-no 
are glad to welcome you. We know you and 
ndmiro yon, and will reckon it a privilege to bo 
allowed to extend to yon the hospitalities ot 
the inetiopolis of Kentucky. As your especial 
host, I bog that you will command me for any 
seivicr? in my power to rouder." 


Mr. Dickens received this with a frigid stare. 


'•When I need you, landlord," he said, pointing 
to the door, "I will ring." 


The major was for an instant paralyzed. 


Then he rushed at his guest, caught him by 
one leg and tho shoulder and had him half 
way out of the open window before another 
visitor m the room could interfere aud save 
the Englishman's life. Mr. Dickons left town 
the same day and the only mention that he 
made iu his "American Notes" of Louisville 
was to rofor to a casual pig that ho saw rooting 
jn tbe street as .be w»s on his way to take the 
river steamer. 


Around the major at tho Gait house was col- 


lected a crowd of congenial spirits, most of 
ft horn are now dead or scattered. Among them 
was Col. Richard Wintersmitli, now, I believe, 
a resident of Washington. He was secretary ot 
tho state of Kentucky in those days, bnt, when 
Hie war broke out, went south with Brecken- 
ridge and Preston and the rest. Ho waa a great 
friend of Breckenridge and a warm advocate of 
that gentleman's claims to be made president 
of the southern confederacy. One day, in tho 
Ualt house, just before the Kentucky party 
storied south, Breckenridge came up to a group 
of which tho colonel was the centre, sat down 
ou his Unco, threw hia arm about his neck, aud 
said: "Dick, when I am president; I wast you 
In ask for any cilice you want, and it's yours." 


••N'o ofiica for me, Mr. Breckinridge," said 


ihe colonel; ''but when yon aro president thorn 
is one thing I'd like for you to do. I want you 
tn como to me in Borne public place this, sit 
down on my knee, put your' arm around ray 
neck, aud just call me'Dick.' That's all. I'll 
take care of the rest" 


I heal d another story of Col. Dick in the 
flalt house the other night, where stories of 
him aro told without number. It appears that 
the cnloiiol was on bis way down Pennsylvania 
avenue with his wife to call on Mi', and Mis. 
Hayes Just before them was a slight ami un- 
dersized attacho of one of the foreign legations. 
Col. Winteremith ia over six feet tall, and large 
iu proportion. Mis. W. made some remark 
which the foreigner overheard and coiisideied 
insulting. He tumed-uercely on the Colonel. 
I1! hold you responsible for that, sir," he 


said 
'"I hold you responsible as this lady's 
husband." 


'•No you don't," replied CoLIBioharcl, who 
was a pai ticularly gallant soldier during the 
war. 
'-No sir. She's eot a father, and she's 


jjot brothers. Go to them. I'm no blood rela- 
tion." 


Col. Dick had his joke, and the town laughed 
the foreigner out of his craving for gore, 


Another boon companion of the old major 
was Cu.pt. St. Clair Thpmassou, commander of 
ouu of tho great Mississippi steamers in the 
days when there were no railroads to New 
Orleans, and when a trip down tho river was 
tho thing for every rich planter and his family 
to take each winter. It was no uncommon 
occurrence for one party—especially a bridal 
party—to secure every state-room on board, 
and make the six; days' vovage a journey 
worth remembering. Among ihe negro waiters 
there were always a half-dozen musicians or 
more, and with thin band there waa had a 
dance each evening, with sometimes ft concort 
in tho Indies' cabin, when high-born ladies 
sung sentimental songs, alternately with tbe 
plantation melodies of the darkey waiters. 


I met the old captain the other evening in tho 


Gait house rotunda. Ho is no longer on the 
river, but spends his summers in Saratoga and 
his winters in Louisville or New Orleans. He 
is known to about everybody in the southwest. 
He dresses with scrupulous neatness, wears a 
old-fashioned collar, nroc.nd which is wound a 
brilliant cravat, and is full of stories of 
steamboating days. I asked him if the news- 
paper story was true, aaid to have been told by 
him several years ago, that he was with Jenny 
Lind at Niagara when the great eongsticss 
dropped on her knees at the brink of the cata- 
ract, and with streaming eyes thanked God that 
Us mid vouchsafed to her the sight of so grand 
an exhibition of His power. 


'•Yes," said the captain, "that was in the early 


Hpi-iug of '.TO, nnd there was an icy mantle half 
way down the falls from the edge, and groat 
inosscv! of ice springing np from the bed of the 
i Ivor below to meet the water as it fell. It 
was magnificent, and the great-hearted lady 
could not restrain herself as she saw it. 'I 
never shall forgot her prayer to be made a bet- 
ter woman—to be made able to serve the Maker 
of so wonnerfnl a world ih the way that she 
Hhonld. We all uncovered onr heads ae she 
knelt there, and I think I am the better man 
for that memory. 


"We had been together then for nearly a 
mouth. I had Miss Lind and her partv as psa- 
sougers from New Orleans to Louisville. The 
trip down I had carried hundreds of the first 
people of tho south to hear her sing in New 
Orleans. 
Thev had come all the way from 


Memphis aud Little Bock and Vicksburg, but 
when they got to New Orleans there was hardly 
a seat to bo had for love or money. So many 
of them came back with me unsatisfied—they 
had rather bo on the same boat with Jenny 
Lind than to «toy for the Mardi Gras and all 
that in New Orleans. When we were fairly on 
our way tip tho river, one of the ladies—she 
was a «reat belle m her day, the daughter of a 
senator, and afterwards the wife of one of onr 
foreign ministers—came to me and 
asked 


whether it was really true that Miss Lind meant 
to keep her stateroom all the way to Memphis. 
" 'Of course not,' said I. 'Everybody comes 
to dinner on my boat.'" 


Those were simple timea The captain of a 
Mississippi steamer was a person of more cnn- 
sefinence, even, than the commander of an 
ocean steamer is to-day, and Capt. Thonmssou 
was the most noted of all ihe captains on the 
fathers of waters. 


'• 'Of course not. She'll be st dinner to-day.' 
Then I went to Barnum—Barnnm. the show- 
man—who wasjnanuging Miss Lind. 


'• 'Biirnum,' stsid I, 'is Miss Lind getting 


rcadv for dinner?' 
•Banmm looked up surprised. 'Why, no,' 


naul he, 'Miss Lind keate her meals m her 
room.' 
11 'Not on mv boat,'said I; for you see I didn't 
want to disappoint the ladies. Well, Barnum 
anil I armed this awhile, and then I agreed to 
talk to Miss Lind myself about it I knocked 
at the door of her atato-room. 
'•The pleasantest voice I ever heard said, 
'Come in.' 
* 'Miss Lind,' said I, 'I am the captain of this 


boot. There are twenty ladies on board—ladies 
of the best elation in America—whom I have 
brought anywhere from two to BIX hundred 
miles down to New Orleans to hoar and to see 
yon. They couldn't get even to the door of 
yonr concert-room for th« crowd. So they 
took passage on my boat again with no other 
hope than jast to see you. They don't mean to 
be rude—neither do I; bnt I do hop« you will 
gratify them and not seclude yourself all thia 
long trip.' 
"' My dear captains,' Mid th*, ae ploi*an 


axjpuWbe, 'I dop't geim to •" 


Why should I? Bat wh»t would van have DM 
do?" 'Coma and sit at m; right hand at dinner/ 
said I. 'It's nearly time for the bell to ring.' 
"•Wizzegreatest plazuie,' said the great 
Udy, and when dinner was ready she came 
out of her state-room smiling, and bowed to 
everybody in the ladies' cabin, and sat down by 
my side. 
" 'Will you not do ms ze honaire to introduce 


me to ze ladies,' she said, and I introduced her 
to all the lady passengers that were at my 
table—all ladies, mind you. It wan the most 
pleasant dinner I ever had. Miss Lind was 
curious about everything, and especially about 
plantation life. She and Miss 
got to be 


great friends, and tho lady afterward visited 
Mrs. 
Goldschmidt, after her marriage to the 
pianist, at her home in London. 


"•After dinner the tables ware cleared away, 


and Miss Lind sat down on the sofa at the end 
of the cabin. I went forward to wheie Barnum 
was siding, near the clerk's office. 'Barnum,' 
fijid I, 'iion'r MiflH Lind sing something for the 
ladies?' 


' 'Captain,'aaid he, turning ou me, 'aie jou

Hinitjfbt I'd try him first. So one o't the boys 
Kept time on his banjo, and the fellow uang 
ovet his suns It was about a yellow girl who 
had been sold off into slavery tiom her Lou- 
isiana home into Georgia. I always thought 
the boy made it up himself. I never heard the 
words or tho music before or since. The worda 
didn't exactly rhyme, nor the music wasn't 
such as you hear in the opera, but I knew it 
would do. So I got the boys togathor in the 
cabin,and after they bad played awhile the boy 
Bang hia song. Miss Lind listened from first 
to laat, and there were teara in her eyea, too, 
when it waa through. I don't exactly Imow 
how it waa, but five miimtea afterward she was 
at the piano and sang first tho music of that 
song as well as she could remember it, and 
then song after song of her own. And not only 
that evening either, butevery evening that she 
was on the boat Tho pianist of her troupe 
played too, and the other members of the com- 
pany aang or played, and many^adioa also, and 
such concerts there never were iu America bii. 
fore or since. 


"We got to be great frienfts, and when we 


reached Louisville and my boat laid up on ac - 
count of the ice she urgad me to go with her 
to New York. It was *on the way that we 
stopped at Niagara. I toll you sir, she waa tho 
greatest and the most beautiful and the beat 
woman I ever knew," 
I think the captain keeps a few little flowers 


and such trifles that date back to that trip re- 
ligioualy by him to thia day. He has ne\ er 
married, I believe, though he was ft oompara- 
tively young man in '50. 


SAVED BY A SEA-BIKD. 


A Sailor llioM Overboard Clinics to 


the Body of tin Albatross.

A singular story has been related to us by the 


maater of the bark "Gladstone," which arrived 
from London last Saturday. ;0n the !22d of laat 
month, while the vesael waa in latitude is! de- 
grees south and longitude 00 degrees east, a 
seaman fell overboard from tha staiboard 
gangway. Tho bark waa scudding along with 
a rough sea and moderate wind, but ou th 
alarm of ''man overboard" being given she waa 
rounded to, and the starboard life-boat waa 
lowered, manned by the chief officer and four 
men. A search for the unfortunate man was 
made, but owing to the roughness of the aea he 


not be discovered ; but the boat steered 


to the apot whore he waa last seen. Hero they 
found hiui floating, but exhausted, clinging for 
baie We to the legs and winga of a huge alba- 
tross, LT'ie bird had swooped down on the man 
while the latter was struggling with the wavea 
,nd attempted to peck him with its powerful 
beak. Twice the bird attacked ite prey unauc- 
cessfully, being beaten off by the sailor 
batthng'witb, two enemies— the water and tho 
albatross— both greedy and insatiable. For the 
third time the huge white form of thebirdhov- 
ered over the seaman, preparatory to n, final 
swoop. • The bird, eager for its meal, fanned 
its victim with its -wide-spread wings. 
Sud- 


denly a thought ooourred to him that the huge 
form so cloae to his face might become hia 
involuntary rescuer. 
Quick as thought he 
leached up and seized the bird, which ho pro- 
ceeded to strangle with all his might. The huge 
creature struggled with wings and paddles to 
free itaolf. In the contest the sailor waa beaten 
black and blue, and crnelly lacerated, bnt he 
held hie own, and slowly the bird quivered and 
diei The carcass floated lightly ou the wavea, 
its feathers forming a comfortable aupport for 
the exhausted man, who had so narrowly es- 
caped a lingering death. But another dangei 
awaited him. Ho was not much of a swmimnr. 
and the excitement of the extraordinary cou- 
tlict began to tell upon him. He was faint and 
grew giddy. But with one arm around the al- 
batross1 body, under the wing, and one hand 
clutching the bird's feet, the aailor awaited Inn 
chance of rescue. Presently he heard his, com- 
rades about from the boat, and m a few min- 
utes more waa safe on board the bark, tliiniRli 
a good deal shaken and exhausted.

ffli sons who wish to send telegraphic me-j- 


aages « ill iind, as anile, upon tho blanks on 
which they are required to v. rite, a provision 
printed in fine typo to the effect that tho com- 
pany will not be responsible for damage re- 
sulting from mistakes in transmission unless 
the sender pays extra to have the message re- 
peated, and the fact thereby established that 
it has been correctly received. An interesting 
question has arisen in New Orleans upon the 
validity and effect of such a provision, in a case 
in which a meaaage to Atcm'son, K»n., that 
waa incorrectly transmitted, caused a loaa of 
4 oentu a buahol on twelve car-loads of corn. 
Upon suit to recover the damage thua sustained 
the company alleged for a defense that 
the sender had not paid for a repetition of the 
message, and that he had written it so badly 
as to excuse the operator for making a mistake 
in it. The court decided that the company had 
the right to insist upon a repetition of a mes- 
sage as a condition of being ueld liable for mis- 
lakes, but that such a provision would not ex- 
cuse mistakes arising from the negligence of 
its 
employes; and tho omission 
of the 


operator to have the badly written message ex- 
plained to him was adjudged to have been 
negligence 
Iu this decision the court followed 


tho rule that ia often laid down in a large class 
of cases, that no corporation will be permitted 
to protect itself by contract against its own 
negligence 
That would be opposed to public 


policy

the preliminary meetings and do his 
share in the work of selecting proper 
candidates. It is very popular among 
a certain class of voters to decry "the 
machine," but these good citizens 
ought to realize that all political 
movements have in them more or less 
of "the machine," and that the good 
or evil that results therefrom is not 
to be charged to that piece of mech- 
anism, but to the sort of men who 
manipulate it. If the better class of 
citizens take hold of the crank "the 
machine" will grind out a wholesome 
grist, but if the bummers and scala- 
wags are allowed to manage its ope- 
rations the result will be just the re- 
verse. If yon are dissatisfied with 
"the machine," attend the primaries 
and take a turn at it yourself.

It is a wonderful and inspiring 


studj to trace out the iutimate con- 
nection between the three dispen- 
sations, under which man haa lived 
in-covenaiit relations with God. The 
ujoro each study is carried into de- 
tail, the more symmetrical and 
heaiitiful appeals the perfect reve- 
lation of God to man. There are 
f«w more eouvinciug proofs of the 
trut'j of Christianity, than such an 
investigation carried into details; the 
types of the old Law seem to ba theu 
living realities as they speak of Him 
who fulfilled all 
types. They are 


but superficial readers and shallow 
thic kers, who can see no connection 
between the Old audNew Testaments, 
between the Mosaic law and the 
larger, fuller law of the Gospel. 
Even the use of numbers is seen to 
hava a Divine purpose, and an order 
ly arrangement in this wondrous fit 
tint? of type to ansi type. Each 
number has its meaning1, and the 
significance of its use appears when 
we read it in the light of the G-oepel. 
Thus one is the symbol of unity, tin 
s tlie number of the Incarnation of 
the Son of God, in whom two natures 
were joined. We findtjpes of u in 
he two great sacraments, the two 
parts of a sacrament,the two testa 
Bents, the two turtle cloves, the two 
candlesticks. 
Three is the number 


of oseential perfection and is used of 
the Blessed Trinity. Four is the 
number of the well ordered world. 
It \9 associated with the four quar 
ters of the Heavens, the four winds, 
tho four rivers of Paradise, the foui 
Gospels, the four camps of Israel. 
Multiply tke number of perfection 
with that of the world and we have 
twelve, the number of the Church. 
In all the dispensations this is the 
Church number. There were twelve 
patriarchs from Seth to Noah, twelve 
from Shem to Jacob, twelve sons 01 
tribes of Israel, twelve judges, twelve 
apostles, twelve foundation stones 
and twelve gates of the heavenlj 
eify. 
Now, when we read in th 


book of Numbers of the Church o: 
Israel, we find that the camp o: 
Israel was arranged in four divisions 
OB cu division having three tribes 
Taefour camps were established a 
first on the square with the taber 
nucle in the midst. But just before 
they entered Canaan, they were 
ranked upon the cross. Eeuben's 
division on the south, Judah east 
Ephraim west and Dan north., Th 
number of the twelve tribes was 
a!.ways kept twelve,though there were 
actually thirteen. But 
whereve 


they are named, and they are enum 
crated some eighteen times, one i 
omitted to keep the number twelve 
So the apostles are always spoken o 
as "the twelve," though the numbe 
exceeded that before the record o 
the Acts closed. These four division 
of Israel were ranked under stand 
a rds which bore designs which hav 
been carried on in the Christian dis 
ponsation as the emblems of the fou 
gospels, and we see them in churche 
\ tainted upon windows, or carved in 
stone. St, 
Matthew's

cf the humanity of our Lord. St 
Mark by the lion, as he wrote of th 
iion of thetribo of Jndau. St. Lnk 
by the ox, as ne treated of tho sac 
iilic:al office of our groat H 
Priest.

numbers, as well as of types am 
prophesies which center in and ur 
fulfilled by tho Son of God, who i 
kuown to us as Immanuol. Tim' 
fails to touch, even m barest outline 
upon the marvelous and conjpltt 
system of types which shadow fort] 
the siinie truth. They explain why 
T-iod laid down, evon in the minutes 
details of ceremonial, tho law whicl 
regulated the worenip aud sucriSeiH 
syhtem of the Jewish church. It wil 
serve our present purpose to allude U 
two of those types in the old dispon 
smtions. Joseph, in the patriarcha 
church, is one of those preachers o 
the gospel. In will, at least, he was 
foully nssassinated by his brethren 
He was. raised from the pit into which 
ho was thrown, and became in time 
the Saviour of his brethren. By his 
deliverance the twelve sons of Jacob 
became tho founders of tho twelve 
tribes of Israel, us the patriarcha 
merged into the Jewish dispensc.tiou 
In tho church of Israel, when lit las 
established in Canaan, there rose as 
its religious heart and center the 
stately temple of King Solomon 
There once a year upon the grea' 
day o' atonement, the High Pries 
entered within the vail, the Holy o: 
Holies, sanctum sanctorum. As he 
entered the Holy place bearing the 
blood which He offered before the 
mercy seat. He bore upon his breast 
the Aaronic breastplate set with twelve 
stones and bearing the names of the 
twelve tribes which composed the 
church of Israel. Within the breast 
plate was the Urim upon whi^h was 
written the incommunicable name o) 
God, 
which no Jew ever committed to 


writing. 


He who catae to fulfil these types 


, was both the Saviour and High Priest. 
He it was who, having accomplished 
the deliverance of His brethren, en- 
tered once for all behind the veil, and 
ascended to the Holy of Holies, even 
to the throne of God, bearing his 
people upon His heart there in inter- 
cession. And St. John, in his apoca- 
lyptic vision, tells us that he saw his 
church completed in themystic twelve 
times twelve, the hundred and forty 
and four thousand, from each tribe 
twelve thousand, who were sealed in 
their foreheads. 


That which connects the three dis- 


pensations is the passover. The first 
passover marked the transition from 
the patriarchal to the Jewish church, 
in that dread night when the angel of 
death emote Egypt. Ever since that 
woeful night four thousand years ago, 
the passovor has been kept by the 
light of the moon which shines to- 
night. It became the Christian feast 
when Christ our passover was sacri 
Seed for us. In the night in which He 
was betrayed He spiritualized and 
made Christian that which had been 
the great rite of the Jews. Even then 
the entire number of the twelve par- 
took of the Sacred Feast, though one 


.as already 8 tra'itor. The next day 
s the true Paschal Lamb yielded up 
lis life upon tho altar of the cross, 
be veil ot the temple was rent, the 
Liadows of the law disappeared, and 
BB image of the good things to come 
ook their place. Then He rose from 
tie dead that the power of an endless 
ife might be the portion of all who 
hare in the rights and benefits of 
hat great sacrifice. 


It is tha*. great fact in the worlds 


liscory that we celebrate to-day. The 
hadow of the good things to come 
has passed away, and has been suc- 
ceeded by the very image of the 
hings. We are living no longer 
among types, but in the domain of 
spiritual realities. The very Paschal 
jamb has been offered for «s,to take 
away the sins of the world. There- 
lore we keep the feast with joy and 
hanksgiving, anct honor it with all 
possible accessories of worship. For 
;he resurrection is the key stone of 
,he Christian system." If Christ be 
not raised, your faith is vain, ye are 
yet in your sins " The resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead is the 
jreat fact of human history. Like 
sther historical events it is suscepti 
3le of proof, is capable of such tests 
as those by which we test other 
events. If it can be disproved, then 
is our faith vain. It rests on testi- 
mony which cannot be shaken. But 
.tis not merely as an historical event 
iiat we celebrate it. It is indeed 
;he day 
of triumph. We raise 


aymns of praise as we see Him who 
suffered, for us, issue from the grave 
with the tread of a conqueror. 
But 


the resurrection has to do with our- 
selves, with our lives. Because He 
liyes, we shaii live also. He con- 
quered death and the grave, and 
came forth from the struggle endued 
with the power of an endless life. 
He ascended into heaven that His 
Risen Humanity might become the 
cause of life to us. 
He died aud 


was buried that we might die with 
Him. to sin. He rose, that we may 
rise to a life of righteousness. He 
was slain and was raised again anc 
thus declared to be the Lion of the 
Tribe of Judah, that we, sharing Hii 
life might be admitted to the iiiystit 
number of His elect, We must bear 
His mark and receive from Him a new 
name that we may recognize Him as 
our Head and He us as members o 
His spiritual Israel. First is His 
own death and then as a consequence 
our new birth and life in Him anc 
tho reception of the new name by 
which we are 
enrolled 
in 
the 


Heavenly kingdom. As the Aaroni 
high priest entered the earthly sane 
tuary bearing tipon his breast th< 
names of the twelve tribes of Israel 
so He the true High Priest beyont 
the veil appears before the grea 
white throne with the names of Hii 
spiritual Israel. He J gives us th' 
mystic white stone with our nami 
thereon written, as a token by whicl 
we may claim entrance into tha 
house not made with hands. We 
as lively stones are built into tha 
spiritual temple, each bearing th< 
master's mark, the mark of Him wh< 
hath made us kings and priests unti 
our God. We sharing His life, am 
receiving the pledges of victory ove 
death, are given to eat of that hidden 
manna. He is the living brea1 
which cometh down from Heaven 
and they who eat of it shall neve 
die. And as the manna of old wa 
enshrined in the Holy of Holies in 
the temple, and hidden from publi 
view, so He is hidden from those wh 
believe not, because the god of tbi 
world hath blinded their eyes. Even 
to the faithful the fulness of joy i 
not yet revealed. Eye hath not ye 
seen nor eur heard. 


The church is the corporate witnes 


to the great truth of the Resurrec 
tion; that is the burden of its testimon 
Its first act was to see that its norm 
al number was filled up that it migh 
be the organic witness to the work 
of the truth of the Besurrection 
In place of the traitor Judas, Matthia 
was elected to be a witness with them 
of the llesurrection, and he wa 
numbereu with the eleven apostles 
While this has ever been the church' 
province, and while its chief act o 
worship and witness to the faith, ha 
ever been the celebration of the chris 
tian passover, it has also been 
feature of its life that it has calta 
into beiug orders and association 
for the special witness and defens 
of some great truth which it wa 
commissioned to preserve and teach 
The needs of the times, the vicissi 
tudes of war, the demands of mis 
aionary «ut»rpnse, the distresses o 
the oppressed have called into being 
tho agencies to supply these needs 
Thus arose un order of Christian 
Knights, whose great hearts were 
moved at the distresses of those pil 
grims who journeyed to tho sepulchre 
of our blessed Lord, and who tool 
their name from the church of the 
Holy Temple, which was assignee 
them as their retreat and asylum in 
the city of Jerusalem. By Masonl 
analogy the order represents thi 
completeness of the Christian dispen 
sation, whose number twelve is the 
sum of the patriarchal and Jewish 
dispensations. Hence it is distinctly 
and emphatically a Christian instilii 
tipc, by origin, organization and tra 
ditioa. Jtis indeed no longer a ne 
cessity that the kuights guard the 
approach to the holy sepulchre, but 
the need remains as imperative now 
and as binding that the faith ol 
which the sepulchre was the outwsrc 
symbol, be defended from unholy 
hands which in our day are stretched 
out to destroy it. This.is the avowed 
object of the Knight Templar to de- 
fend the religion of JesusChrist. They 
bear the banner of the cross; embla- 
zoned upon their standard is the 
motto, which led Constantino to vie 
tory, -'In this sign conquer." The or- 
der of Knights Templar is avowedly 
a Christian institution 
If it Were 


not so, then it would be one of the 
most wretched of shams. It stands 
before the community as a Christian 
order. It is true that objections are 
sometimes urged against it. 
So are 


such pressed against the Church 


Christ. 
It 
is 
said 


that the members of the church do not 
live up to their professions. But no 
thoughtful and reasonable man will 
ever accept that as an argument 
against the Christian religion. The 
obvious reply is that the odium is not 
upon the church, but upon its unwor- 
thy members, and none but an igno- 
rant or malicious person would ever 
use such aa argument. And so it is 
with this illustrious Order. It makes 
nothing against it if there should be 
found one of its knights so recreant 
to honor and duty as to assail or bring 
discredit upon the Christian religion, 
or neglect its duties, or scoff at its 
teachings, or live in negligence of its 
obligations. It would not, or should 
not discredit the order but rather 
mark such an unhappy traitor as one 
who has cast his lot with him who 
betrayed his Master, and fell from 
his high estate. This order has its 
honorable history, as faithful to the 
traditions of the past in its professed 


efense of the sacred truths of Chris 
anity. Older by hundreds of years 
tan many other human societies, it 
as yet remained faithful to its origi- 
al institution as an agency of the 
hatch in the defense of the faith. It 
as preserved, and guarded with jeal- 
us care the mark which the church 
iut upon it, It has the church's num- 
>er, the mystical twelve; camped up- 
>n the square, as in the earlier days 
if revelation, it is also ranked upon 
he cross as the defenders of that 
aith of which the Jewish church was 
preparation. It bears aloft upon its 


banner the sign of Him who in Him- 
elf united, fulfilled, and completed 
n the four gospels, that which the 
manners -of the principal tribes of Is- 
rael had typified. 


To him that overcometb. How does 


his seem to sound to us the echoes 
of the war ery as the Christian knight 
Blunged into the thickest of the fray, 
when the Christian soldier aud infidel 
warrior rushed together in the shock 
of arms. The words give us a deeper 
jroader meaning as tlieyjspeak to us 
of the conquest of self, the victory 
over the lusts of the flesh, the world, 
and the devil. 
If your Knightly 


vows and outward professions moan 
anything, Sir Knights, they declare 
,hat you are pledged to such a war 
'are. Yon have taken the cross.and as 
it was with Simon the Cyrenian. yon 
:ount it a blessed and glorious priv 
lege to bear the Master's Cross. Crav 
en the heart and palsied the tongue 
which should refuse allegiance, opei 
and avowed to the Lion of the Tribe ol 
Judah. The knightly hand which 
!s raised to assail the Christian re 
ligion should be struck oft", the swore 
that remains in the scabbard when 
Ctrist calls to warfare, should rest 
there forever dishonored. 


To him that overcometh, there is 


an end to warfare, and an end to toil 
In the peace and blessedness

Paradise, when war worn hands 
have

after the good fight fought,wheu the 
cross and the sword have been ex 
changed for the crown, the Jehovah
